Iranians mass for rights

Nineteen Iranian students are 
starving themselves in a Mon- 
tréal church basement to protest 
human rights violations in their 
native country, 

The students, members of the 
International Moslem Students 
Society, are holding a hunger 
strike in St. Jean church on Ste 
Catherine as part of an interna 
tional campaign to pressure the 
United Nations into in 
vestigating human rights viola- 
tions in Iran. 

According to a spokesperson 
for the strikers, who identified 
himself only as Amir K„ similar 
protests also began Tuesday at 
noon in the, U.S., Italy, Ger- 
many, France, Britain and India 
to compel the U.N. to examine 
and put a halt to torture and 
mass executions in Iran. 
. Amir said such persecution 
has escalated in Iran.

Council squashes RAEU fees

At last night's meeting 
Students' Council voted to ac- 
cept a proposed change in the 
fee structure of le Regroupe- 
ment des Associations des Etu- 
diantes Univérsitaires (RAEU). 

The proposai bases university 
fees to RAEU on a per capita 
level, ensuring that RAEU fees 
will now be paid according to 
the number of full-time 
students enrolled in a universi- 
ty. Previously,, fees' had been 
decided by the budget size of 
each university's student 
organisation, with each school 
contributing a specified percen- 
tage of its budget to RAEU. 

The motion passed by Coun- 
cil sets McGill fees to RAEU at 
30 cents for the first 10,000 
students, 25 cents for the second 
10,000 students and 20 cents for 
the third. 

This year McGill has only 
paid $4,000 of its promised 
$8,000 to RAEU and several 
councillors expressed their 
reluctance to give further finan- 
cial support to the organisation. 

"I don't think we should give 
any more money to a group who 
doesn't seem stable enough to 
support the universities who arc 
now in it," said VP University 
Affairs Liz Ulin. 

"The Concordia University 
Students' Association has pull- 
ed out of RAEU because it is 
dissatisfied with the organisa- 
tion and Sherbrooke is con- 
sidering the same thing." 

Speaking against a proposal 
that an inflationary ten per cent 
fee increase be passed along to 
RAEU members each year, VP 
Internal Affairs Keith Hennessy 
said, "Students should have the 
right to vote at referendum for 
thefç e ,increase.'; 



"If they have -been- un- 
satisfied with RAEU, students 
should be able to decide not to 
support it anymore. It is not up 
to us to put an automatic in- 
crease on the fees." 

Presently McGill and Con- 
cordia contribute two-thirds of 
RAEU's budget. With a plann- 
ed decrease of $3,750 in McGill 
fees next year and Concordia's 
withdrawal from the organisa- 
tion, RAEU could be in severe 
financial trouble. 

"As referenda are held to see 
if students will accept the new 
per capita levy, the stability of 
RAEU will be on the line and its- 
existence will be decided at the 
student level," said VP External 
Affairs Paul Smith. 

Smith said that all universities 
will take the proposed fee 
change to referenda for the ap- 
proval of their student bodies. 
Council approved December 



1982 as the ratification deadline 
of, all universities for the fee 
structure change. 

"RAEU proposed March 

1983 as a date for acceptance of 
the change, but no one needs a 
year to decide that," said 
Smith. . 

"If an association has not 
ratified the fee changé by then, 
it should be suspended from 
RAEU and only be re-admitted 
after it has approved the fee 
structure by referendum or an 
emergency session of its 
students* council. This should 
also an entry requirement for 
anyone who wants to come into 
RAEU after the ratification 
date." 

.Smith noted that the accep- 
tance of the RAEU fee change 
did not mean that McGill was 
satisfied with the services of 
RAEU. 



Research grants up

The McGill Office of In- 
dustrial Research gave an op- 
timistic summary of its first 
decade of existence at the Board 
of Governors' meeting Monday 
afternoon. 

The office was created in 1971 
to cash in on a new trend in the 
United States -the soliciting of 
contracts from industry for 
university researchers. The 
system is "well-known and ef- 
fective" according to the 
office's spokesperson. 
;v ".Over one-sixth of grants to 
the school are now in the form 
of research contracts," he said. 

The grants total $6 million, a 
large increase, over the past 
year. 

. 



"The University should ex- 
pand on this as a form of in- 
dependent income,"he said. 

.Companies giving contracts, 
to McGill include Allied 
Chemical, Northeast Pine Pro- 
ducts, and Pratt and Whitney 
Aircraft. 

The Board also discussed 
donations of $2 million to the 
school in the first month of 
1982. The university secretariat 
drew attention to Monique 
Tavernier's donation of two 
paintings by Jules Cheret,- the 
teacher of Toulouse Lautrec, 
which now hangs at the en- 
trance to Pollock Hall. . 

"$68,000 is a conservative 
estimate of their value," Nat

ment of the Ayatollah Kho- 
meini in the last seven months," 
he said. 

"That translates into one Ira- 
nian killed every 35 minutes." 

When asked why he was strik- 
ing, one Iranian who identified 
himself as Mohammed said, 
"This the only way we can 
arouse international awareness. 
This is the worst repression that 
has gone on in any country since 
Nazi Germany." 

"What else can we do? There 
is an armed dictatorship in 
Iran, "he said. 

According to the spokesper- 
son, the hunger strikers will not 
leave the basement until they 
abandon their strike or the pro- 
test succeeds in eliciting a 
response from the U.N.. . 

"We don't put any limit on 
it," said striker Farhad A. " 
Many of us have friends and 
families in Iranian prisons. We 
plan to go on until we get an 
answer." 

"When our brothers and 
sisters are being murdered 
everyday, studies are no longer 
important," said another 
striker. 

In accordance with hunger 
strike guidelines from doctors, 
thé strikers take three cups of 
tea with limited sugar and a 



minimal amount of water per 
day . 

All the strikers are enrolled in 
Canadian universities. - 

The protestors^ sympathize 
with the People's Mojahedin 
Organization of Iran, according 
to the spokesperson. 

Amir said the Mojahedin was 
formed by Iranian intellectuals 
and students in the days of the 
Shah's rule. He claims they 
have the support of the majority 
of Iranians. 

"They have formed a na- 
tional council of resistance with 
ex-president (Abolhassan) Bani 
Sadr in opposition to the pre- 
sent regime", he said. 

Amir believes that members 
of the Mojahedin are frequently 
the victims of brutal torture and 
execution in Iran. 

According to Amnesty Inter- 
national(AI), the human rights 
watch group, "torture is now 
being carried out routinely in 
some Iranian prisons." 

AI has received, hundreds of 
reports of alleged torture in Ira- 
nian government prisons. 

According to Ralph Joseph, a 
journalist with the Winnipeg 
Free Press who recently return- 
ed from Iran, there have been at 
least 2,645 officially 
acknowledged executions in 
Iran since June. 



Exec ctte and PB wrangle 
over Jed-prov parley

'Where Do We Go from 
Here', the Program Board- 
sponsored symposium on 
federal-provincial relations tak- 
ing place this week, has traveled 
a rocky road since its planning 
began almost sue months ago. 

The organisers allege that 
conflicts with the Students* 
Society and the executive com- 
mittee and concerted opposition 
from the Debating Union 
hindered the organanization of 
the four day conference. 

According to Bruce Hicks, 
Program Board chairperson, 
"To get it done, we had to work 
against Council." 

The Society refused to 
assume any responsibility for a 
possible conference deficit, 
afraid of a repeat of last year's 
Energy Conference, a three- 
day, $40,000 extravaganza. 

According to VP Internal 
Keith Hennessy," It was a poor- 
ly planned symposium with 
several 'final' plans. The 
number of actual conferences 
and the number and stature of 
the participants has declined 
since it was first presented to 
us." 

" The whole thing seemed to 
be constantly up in the air. We 
didn't get a final 'final' plan un- 
til two weeks ago," Hennessy 
said. 

The bulk of the conference 
funding is coming from outside 



sources, a pre-condition set by 
Students' Society for its ap- 
proval of the project. 

Operating on a budget of 
$9,825 the Program Board is 
presenting, among others, Serge 
Joyal, Gerald Regan, Monique 
Bégin, all members of the 
Trudeau cabinet; Doris Ander- 
son, former President of the 
Advisory Council on the Status 
of Women; and several impor- 
tant civil servants. 

Almost one-third of the sym- 
posium budget, $3,000, came 
from the McGill Associates, an 
alumni group. The Royal Bank 
of Canada donated $2,500, 
while Imasco, ' Alcan and Bell 
Canada each made donations in 
the $500 to $1,000 range. Air 
Canada donated airline passes 
to the participants. 

"The Bank of Montreal of- 
fered to donate $4,000 but was 
refused because of its involve- 
ment in South Africa," accor- 
ding to Hicks. 

However, the Royal Bank 
and Alcan also have substantial 
investments in South Africa. 

When the idea for the sym- 
posium was first presented to 
the Executive Committee of 
Council early in September 
there were political questions 
raised about the subjects to be 
presented. 

"We felt it was very one- 
sided, presenting only thé 
continued on page 9 



Arab poster succumbs to Jewish lobby protest 



MONTREAL (CUP)— A poster 
displaying a Star of David, the 
symbol of Judaism, formed 
with Nazi swastikas, was 
removed from a display at Con- 
cordia University soon after 
Jewish students protested its 
presence. 

The poster, which included 
an anti-Zionist slogan below the 
swastika, was part of an Arab 
Students' Association (ASA) 
display in Concordia's main 
building. 

"It was -a blatantly racist, 
poster," said Syd Stepner, pro- 
gram director at Concordia 
Hillell. 

"The effect of the poster was 
that the Jews were facists like 
the Nazis in denying the Palesti- 
nians their own homesland," 
said Dean Arfin, Concordia 
University student association 
co-president. 

The president of the ASA 
refused to comment about the 
poster and also refused to be 
identified. Only one student, 
Al-Arrayed, would comment, 
but. emphasised he was not 
speaking on behalf of the ASA. 

"There was a problem with 
the poster. Some people inter- 
preted it as being against the 
Jewish people and not against 
Israel," said Al-Arrayed. "The 
poster was what represents 



Zionism— the Star of David and 
A Nazi symbol— which in our 
opinion is the State of Israel." 

The display was set up the last 
week in January. Three weeks 
earlier, in the same building, 
there had been a clash between 
Iranian students supporting 
Khomeini's rule in Iran and 
others opposed to it. 

"We did not want another in- 
cident- especially with the fact 
that Israel week is this week," 
said Arfin. 

A group of students upset by 
the poster went to the Concor- 
dia student association and 
dean of students office to de- 
mand it be taken down. They 
were referred to Doug Insleay, 
assistant dean of students. By 
the time Insleay arrived at the 
display, the poster was gone. 

"I think when they (the ASA) 
realised we were going to the 
authorities, they were fearful of 
reprecussions," Stepner said in 
explaining why the poster was 
removed. 

There was a difference of opi- 
nion on the meaning of the 
poster. 

One student, Betty Gross, 
said the Star of David has been 
the Jewish symbol for 3,000 
years while it has only been used 
on the Israeli flag for about 30 
years. 



"Their (the ASA's) meaning 
of the poster was far different 
fron what Jewish people see out 
of it," she said. 

According to Leon Botwinik, 
a Hillel member, the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
has been saying for years that 
although "Zionism is racism" 
they are not against the Jews. 

"This (poster) only goes to 
prove that they arc anti-semitic. 
Their proposals go against the 
Jews of the world," he said. 

However, Al-Arrayed said 
the poster was only meant to 
symbolise how the Israelis have 



"kicked the Arabs out. We 
don't want to kill the Israelis, 
we just want them out of our 
land," he said. 

Insleay said the poster may 
have been put up because the 
students were "testing to see 
how far they can get." 

The two-day Arab students 
display also included posters 
graphically depicting the results 
of Israeli bombing. There was 
also a booth that sold PLO 
literature. Jewish students did 
not protest this material. 

"As long as the propaganda 
is anti-Zionist it doesn't faze 



me, I know some Jews who are 
anti-Zionist," said Botwinik. 

Stepner siad the ASA could 
put up whatever propaganda 
they liked as long as it wasn't 
racist or anti-semitic. Howver, 
he said he thought the anti- 
Zionist material was "repug- 
nant". 

"Pictures of dead babies I 
don't feel is in good taste. It's 
flagrantly working on the emo- 
tions of people without explain- 
ing the issue," he said. 
. Stepener noted, however, 
that "the cultural part of the 
display was fascinating."

The Association Nationale 
des Etudiants du Québec 
(ANEQ) will launch their fund 
raising campaign for Polish 
students tonight. 

ANEQ planned a financial 
campaign to help the Polish 
Students' Association (NZS) 
two days before martial law 
dissolved the union, which had 
been? the lone independent 
students' union in Eastern 
Europe. 

"Everything is lacking in 
Poland; paper, pens, printing 
materials. And their currency 
isn't worth anything outside of 
Poland, "said Jean-Marie 
Vézina, an ANEQ represen- 
tative who has recently return- 
ed from a trip to Poland. 
Vézina said that financial 



help is more crucial for the sur- 
vival of the NZS now that mar- 
tial law has been imposed. 

"The union will now have to 
function clandestinely and 
without collecting dues from 
students. The objective of our 
campaign was solely to furnish 
printing materials. However, 
this is now impossible because 
we cannot send anything by 
post to Poland. Instead, we are 
trying to raise ten thousand 
dollars for them,"he said. 

A fund raising party will be 
held tonight at the Université du 
Québec a Montréal brasserie 
(Berri de Montigny metro); 
volutary contributions and pro- 
fits from beer sales will go to the 
NZS. . ' 

Vézina hopes that the 
Rassemblement des Associa- 
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tions des Etudiants Univer- 
sitaires (RAEU) will join the 
campaign. 

"I hope they will realize the 
necessity for international stu- 
dent solidarity soon,"he said. 

McGill, a RAEU member, 
will not hold fund raising ac- 
tivités and ANEQ requests that 
donations be sent to their office 
at 1460 Amherst.

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Saskatchewan students adopt guide to sexism 



SASKATOON (CUP). — 
Guidelines on what constitutes a 
sexist programming activity 
were adopted by the University 
of Saskatchewan Students' 
Union (USSU), following a con- 
troversy over a planned mud 
wrestling show. 

The programming commis- 
sion of USSU is responsible for 
presenting films, public 
speakers and various forms of 
entertainment. In October, they 
booked the "Sweet Li'l Mud 
Pies", a touring Las Vegas mud 
wrestling show. - 

Some USSU council represen- 
tatives said mud wrestling 
shows, which feature women 
wrestlers in bathing suits, are 
sexist. They introduced a mo- 
tion to instruct the programm- 
ing commission to cancel the 
show. 

The motion passed but the 
commission ignored it. Before 



anything further could develop, 
the show's promoter, cancelled 
it, citing indecision by USSU. 

A council committee ■ was 
formed in December to study 
the issue of sexist programming 
events. Its guidelines were 
adopted by USSU council 
January 14. 

In future, all USSU program- 
ming events will be screened by 
the programming commission 
for sexist content. Each propos- 
ed activity will be evaluated bas- 
ed on its overriding theme. 

The following questions will 
be asked to determine whether 
or not the central theme of an 
activity is sexist: 
• Does it serve to turn men and 
women into biological aiibunits 
(by displaying sections of a per- 
son's body in dissected posi- 
tions)? 

• Does it portray women 
and/or men as unequal objects

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Battle rages as paper flies over SRC report

The Paper War over the 
report of the Students' Society 
structural review committee 
(SRC) continues. 

In the latest broadside against 
the SRC report, Society Pro- 
gram Director Earl Taylor ac- 
cuses the committee in a written 
rebuttal of "inconsistencies", 
of "a lack of supporting 
evidence", of "factual error", 
and of a "basic lack of 
understanding" of some of the 
issues dealt with in its report. 

The committee has reccom- 
mended that Taylor's position 
be abolished effective the end of 
this year., 

Taylor's rebuttal to the com- 
mittee report was received 
without comment or debate at 
last night's Council meeting. 

Council , had been scheduled 
to continue its discussion of the 
structural review committee 
report, but chose not to because 
the necessary three-quarters 
quorum was not present. 

The committee has recom- 
mended a number or major 
reforms to the society. 

These include the elimination 
of Taylor's position of program 
director; elimination of Society 
Executive Director Ron Ler- 
man's job; establishment of 
general assemblies of McGill 
students within the Society con- 
stitution; and structural reform 
of Students' Council and of its 
executive committee to give 
those bodies more control over 
the Society. 

In his written rebuttal, Taylor 
takes issue with the structural 
review committee's contention 



that one of the Society's prin- 
cipal problems is that it is overly 
dominated by paid employees. . 

"The overriding tone of the 
SRC Report seems to suggest 
that the Students', Society has 
an 'image' problem; that the 
public thinks the Society is run 
by the staff as opposed to the 
Executive Committee or 
Students' Council," Taylor 
writes. 

"One could equally advance 
the notion that if there is an im- 
age problem it is a result of the 
fact that all year long student 
leaders have done nothing but 
complain in public about the 
problems of the Society." 

Taylor suggests that the 
Society's elected student leaders 
are "lacking certain informa- 
tion and understanding" which 
the Society's paid staff 
possesses. 

"What we have is a very 
serious breach in communica- 
tions between some of the 
elected leaders and the staff," 
he writes. 

Taylor faults student coun- 
cillors for failing to inform 
themselves of the role of staff in 
the Society. "On the other 
hand, the senior staff are to 
blame for accepting the situa- 
tion and not taking it upon 
themselves to ensure that stu- 
dent leaders understand the role 
of the staff," he writes. 

Rejecting most of the SRC's 
recommendations, .Taylor pro- 
poses that a more extensive in- 
formation kit be provided to 
councillors each fall so that they 
will understand their organiza- 
tion better. This kit could be 
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supplemented by "workshops" 
organized by employees. 

Taylor also proposes that he, 
Society Comptroller Jon Shif- 
man and Executive director Ron 
Lerman be included in the an- 
nual spring retreat of the stu- 
dent members of the Society Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

"The value of all of the 
senior staff and the executives 
being able to get to know and 
understand each other before 
the year begins can only have 
positive results," Taylor writes. 

The program director makes 
a number of other suggestions 
in his report, including that a 
"constitution committee" be 
struck over the summer to look 
at the organization's constitu- 
tion and by-laws, that faculty 
society presidents be consulted 
about Society structural reform, 
and that an American group of 
student association bureaucrats 
(the "American Society of 
Association Executives") be 
brought in to do a" "profes- 
sional organization ,audit" of 
the Society. 

Structural Review Committee 



member Les Tiele was not sur- 
prised by Taylor's report. 

"He is being really defensive, 
which is to be expected," Tiele 
said. 

tiele was disappointed that 
Council failed to discuss the 
committee report last night, and 
chose to set its next meeting two 
weeks from now. That meeting 
will likely be the last before the 
Society's March elections,' leav- 
ing little time to discuss the 
committee's recommendations . 

"I'm extremely 
discouraged," he said. "Unfor- 
tunately, the system we have 
now is such that these recom- 
mendations can be treated as 
non-issues by council." 

Society VP University Affairs 
Liz Ulin said that the fact that 
Council has already adopted a 
proposal calling for student- 
initiated referenda will ensure 
that the structural review com- 
mittee's work is not wasted. 

"Even if Council doesn't act 
now on the report, the recom- 
mendations could be put to a 
vote next fall through a student- 
initiated referendum," she said. 



Ulin said she hadn't given uj 
on getting Council to ado 
most of the SRC report. 

VP Finance Brian Fish alscL 
said -he countinued to suppon] 
the document. 

In addition to Taylor's com] 
ments, Council received a lette 
from Blood Drive ChairperjoJ 
André Buteau, deriding thd 
SRC report for not having thJ 
"factual quality you would ex] 
pect from students at thj 
university level. 

*T would appreciate the ap 
pointment of a more able, unj 
biased and serious commits 
which could produce a morel 
professional report with factsl 
supporting their statements audi 
wheih would not be a disgrace! 
to their intellectual abilities,'] 
Buteau writes. 

VP External Affairs Pau 
Smith is circulating a document] 
supporting some of the SRC 
recommendations. 

The report will be taken upl 
again if Council reaches!

is guaranteed toward funding 
the Observer.

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Concordia stings McGill 8-2

The last road trip of the 
season took the Redmen to the 
far reaches of Sherbrooke St. to 
play their bitter rival Concor- 
dia." What McGill coaches, 
players and fans were expecting 
was another exciting, evenly 
matched game ' like the three 
that had preceded it this season. 

Instead, they were treated to 
perhaps the worst first period of 
hockey the Redmen have played 
all season. They exhibited no 
control or discipline what- 
soever. The Stingers free wheel- 
ed jn the McGill zone unimped- 
ed, and totally dominated all 
areas of play. 

. When the Redmen did come 
up with the puck, they im- 
mediately threw it away. Their 
set plays lacked cohesion and 
any sort of individual effort was 
negated by the aggressive, hard 
checking Stingers. At the 
period's end, Concordia led 5-0, 
largely on goals that resulted 
from McGill's inept, 
disorganized play. The players 
left the ice looking understan- 
dably dejected and disap- 
pointed. 

At the start of the second 
period, it was apparent that the 
Redmen's pride and intensity 
had resurfaced. The contrast 
between the first and second 
periods was more drast 
night and day. 



Instead of rolling over and 
playing dead, the Redmen ran 
at everything in sight with such 
aggressiveness and desire that 
most fans, Redmen and Stinger 
alike, -were left wondering what 
happened to the squad that 
simply went through the mo- 
tions in the first period. Led by 
the tenacious forechecking of 
Tim Bossy, Ian Gamble and 
wards kept the' surprised 
Stingers bottled up in their own 
end or circling tentatively in the 
neutral zone. 

Defensively, the Redmen blue 
line corps began to take charge 
in the corners and in front of 
their net, holding Concordia to 
one goal on a minimal number 
bf chances. Jay McMullah and 
Paul Barber had the lions share 
of hits in the second period. As 
a result of the strong clearing by 
the defense, goaler Danny Gu- 
biani came up with a more con- 
fident period and made several 
spectacular stops. 

The third period started with 
the Redmen applying the same 
relentless pressure as before. 
They continued to hit every 
Stinger they could and held, 
hacked, chopped and hooked 
their way up and down the ice. 
This pressure ultimately paid 
off as Pat Shannon pounced on 
a loose puck in the Con U. end 
and drifted a high wrist shot 
Bruce Randall, the Redmen for- 



past Stinger goalie Stéphane 
Héon. 

Concordia scored again. but 
the Redmen fought back. They 
scored their second goal of the 
night when Shannon blasted a 
slapshot from the high slot that 
hit Héon but managed to trickle 
over the goal line into the net. 

le. game ended with the 
score 8-2 for Concordia. Take 
away the first period and the 
score reads 3-2, Stingers. An 
academic argument to be sure, 
but it shows that this scrappy 
bunch of hockey players that 
has been the underdog all year, 
can play with the best of them 
when they want to. The Redmen 
may have lost the game but in 
the final two periods they 
regained their pride."

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Hard or soft technology: A tough decision

"Two roads diverged in a yellow 
wood..." 

Robert Frost 
Periodically, all societies reach à fork 

in the road; one where the route chosen 

will radically effect the future viability 

of that society. 
We are at such a fork in our energy 

policy. 

What that choice entails has never 
been more clearly spelled out than in a 
landmark work by British engineer and 
alternative energies expert, Amory 

In his 1977 book, Soft Energy Paths: 
Toward a Durable Peace, Lovins 
presents a concise and compelling case 
that the world's industrialized countries 
must choose now between two radically 
different and mutually exlusive paths of 
energy development. 



Other examples include converting 
agricultural, forestryland urban wastes 
to methanol and other fuel alcohols, 
wind-generated electricty, and many 
local possibilities such as tidal power. 

The key to these technologies is their 
small scale and simplcity, which permits 
decentralized development by small and 
medium-sized companies and participa- 
tion by ordinary citizens. 

Soft technologies are best adapted to 
our needs, Lovins argues, because they 
share characteristic strenghs. These 
technologies: 

• Are fairly simple to build and operate; 

• Need little maintenance, and that re- 
quires only moderate skills, (for example, 
plumbers could learn to maintain 
neighbourhood or home solar 
collectors); 

• Are adaptable to highly decentralised 
operations, based on the neighbourhood 
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He labels the first- the hard energy 
path. It's a familiar one, in vogue almost 
everywhere. The strategy is to develop in 
very short order a vast network of highly 
centralized,, very large-scale, complex, 
expensive energy technologies. The 
paradigm of this kind of technology is 
the nuclear fission reactor; 

Other examples of hard energy 
technologies: massive coal-fired power 
stations, liquid natural gas terminals, 
Arctic and offshore petroleum tigs, tar 
sands and tar shale extraction plani 
solar satellites and 
biomass plantations. 

The key to these technologies is their 
large-scale complexity, requiring cen- 
trahzed management by government and 
corporate bureaucracies. None of these 
projects can be controlled by any but the 
most powerful groups in our society. 

Lovins uses the term 'hard' to connote 
brittle or inflexible. Hard technologies 
are ill-adapted to bur needs as the oil 
and gas era draws to a close, he con- 
tends. He says characteristic weaknesses 
of hard technologies are that they:, 

• Are extremely complex to build and 
operate; 

• Need constant and costly 
maintenance; 

• Are only feasible if run by rigid- 
bureaucracies plagued by inertia and 
unclear lines of responsibility; 

• Are very slow to get off the ground; 

• Are extremely expensive., and plagued 
by huge cost overruns; 

The second choice we must look at are 
what Lovins calls the soft technologies. 

The soft energy strategy is to develop 
quickly a diverse range of highly decen- 
tralized, small and medium-scale, sim- 
ple, cheap energy technologies. The 
paradigm, is tbe.s4tfac.CQUecto.u.. . 



or household level, taking advantage of 
the abilitiy to get things done easily at a 
small scale; 

• Are cheaper than most hard 
technologies over the life cycle of the 
product. 

In more concrete terms, what does 
each path entail? 

In the hard, energy path, energy con- 
sumption grows at a rapid rate, 

American Deparmerit of Energy plan- 
ners speculate that by 2000 the United 
traction plants a decade. This is well 
below the rate of one plant every eigh- 
teen months originally planned. Similar 
problems plague other huge energy pro^ 
jects. . 

Lovins says the hard energy path is 
also economically unworkable. More 
than anything else, this brought the 
nuclear industry to a screeching halt 
after 1978. Nearly-bankrupt utilities are 
looking for simpler and cheaper ways to 
generate electricity and heat. 

A society based on hard energy would 
not be an attractive one, comments 
Lovins. By its nature, it tolerates less of 
the diversity he holds dear. 

"In contrast to the soft path's 
dependence on plurastic consumer 
choice in deploying a myriad of small 
devices and refinements, the hard path 
depends oh difficult, large-scale projects 
requiring a major social, commitment 
under centralized management, "he 
writes. 

A grim scenario is easy to imagine. 
Capital would be diverted from other 
uses, probably causing a decline in most 
people's after-inflation income; en- 
States will be dotted with 450 to 800 
nuclear reactors, 500 to 800 massive 
coal-fired power plants and 1000 to 1600 
new .coal, mines 



An entirely different picture emerges 
in the soft energy scenario. Energy con- 
sumption grows slowly or not at all. oil 
imports continue, but they are increas- 
ingly reserved for essential uses, such as 
making petrochemicals. 

One main ingredient in a soft energy 
strategy is, obviously, to develop soft 
energy technologies. This would be done 
for the most .part on a neighbourhood or 
household level, radically decentralised 
compared to the way we supply energy 
now. 

For example, a neighbourhood of 
1000 people could invest in a jointly- 
owned district heating system, which 
would involve small heat storage tanks 
and a pipe system to dis tribute the heat. 
A similar system could be devised for 
electricity. Lovins is convinced that this 
method, which supplied 15 per cent of 
U.S. electricity in 1950, is economical 
again, and could supply much of the 
needed electricity. 

The electricity could come from solar 
collectors (virtually every 
neighbourhood has some shade-free 
space, eliminating the problem of sun- 
blockage for some households), wind- 
generators, or other methods being 
developed. 

Lovins rejects the use of electricity for 
space heating as grossly inefficient. The 
answer, he says, is to use coal in new 
ways. 

He concludes two things ' from his 
analysis: the choices are mutually in- 
compatible, and the hard path is based 
on "future technologies whose time has 
passed." 

It seems odd to say that the two paths, 
are incompatible. Why not have reactors 
and solar collectors, Arctic oil and 
biomass conversion? 

As facilities of one type are establish- 
ed, it becomes , progressively harder to 
divert resources to the other type. In- 
terest groups that tout their path as in- 
dispensible to the national good rein- 
force this process. 

Conclusion: once you make a choice, 
you're stuck with it for a long time. . 
- Lovins' second conclusions is that the 
hard energy path is to be avoided. He 
contends it is both' unworkable and 
undesirable. 

The hard energy path is becoming 
technically unworkable. Alberta's tar- 
sands development is already being 
slowed because the province can't find 
enough engineers and other highly skill- 
ed workers to build more than two ex- 
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vironmental regulations would be ig- 
nored or relaxed to permit rapid 
development; educational institutions 
would be re-oriented to provide the skill- 
ed labour needed, even if they did not 
want to; public relations campaigns 
would resort to distortions and lies to 
maintain support for these' projects; 
government would sacrifice community 
interests to the need for more energy. 

As large - energy centres become 
critical to the maintenance of industrial 
society and vulnerable to disruption, 
repressive measures would be needed to 
ensure the system's survival. 

Another danger of the hard energy 
path is its effect on the Third World. 
Hard technologies are grossly unsuited 
to the needs of the world's poor. Despite 
the sales propoganda of reactor ex- 
porters, large nuclear reactors to 
generate electricty are not what is needed 
in countries where most people have 
never seen an electical outlet, says 
Lovins. 

The rural poor of the Third World 
need cheap, simple, reliable ways to 
heat, cook, light and pump. Soft 
technologies, such as small-scale solar 
collectors and biomass conversion, are a 
lot more relevant to those needs than 
reactors. As Lovins says, you don't need 
a sledgehammer to crack a nut. 

If this is allowed to happen, the Third 
World will become more destabilized 
and a threat to long-run peace, says 
Lovins. 

The most ominous threat from the 
hard energy path is the role nuclear 
energy plays in the prliferation of 
nuclear weapons technology. 

Proliferation is the environmental 
risk. 

Since 1953, the United States has 
vigorously .disseminated knowledge 
about nuclear energy world-wide 
through its Atoms for Peace program. It 
has since been joined by many other 
nuclear, exporters, including Canada 
with its CANDU reactor sales. 

American policy is that nuclear energy 
technology can be kept separate from 
nuclear weapons technology through 
safeguard agreements overseen by the 
International Atomic Energy Agency 
(IAEA). The. system rests on signed 
pledges by technology importers that 
they will not develop nuclear weapons 
potential and on IAEA-supervised in- 
spections. 

But the myth that these are adequate 
was quite literally exploded by India in 
1974, when it built a nuclear device using 
CANDU technology. 

The spread of nuclear technology 
through "peaceful" reactor technology 
transfers has allowed dozens of coun- 
tries to reach the threshold, when it 
would taker them less than two years to 
build a nuclear weapon. 

Proliferation would disrupt the ex- 
isting nuclear stalemate, threatening the 
entire equilibrium of peace. 

Lovins' argument ultimately comes 
down to this: if we are clever enough to 
devise hard technologies but not clever 
enough to control them, it is time to 
switch to technologies we can control. 

The penalty for choosing poorly, he 
says, will be the permanent loss of our 
ability to choose.

Municipal elections: 



Too little, too late 

Six hundred and fifty people attended a Civic Party gathering 
this past Sunday, despite the fact that the main attraction, the 
Mayor of all Montrealers, Jean Drapeau, was in a hospital bed 
mending broken bones. 

Twenty-five people turned up at a recent Montreal Citizens 
Movement meeting at the Downtown YMCA. 

A Municipal Action Group meeting announced in Ted 
Blackman's Gazette column could not be found at the stated place 
and time. 

Editorialists and letter writers are fond of saying that Mon- 
trealers vote for Drapeau out of habit, claiming his sdecess is a 
fluke. However, he has not won consecutive civic elections for over 
two decades because of his good looks — or by sheer luck. If 
politics is a craft then Drapeau is a master craftsman. 

As ludicrous as it may seem, Drapeau plays the role of the under- 
dog. Lambasted by the media and assorted political commentators 
on a fairly regular basis, the mayor treats his critics with the disdain 
usually accorded nasty bullies and ignorant oafs. And the voters, as 
their election day "habits" indicate, seem to agree. 

Neither the MCM nor MAG has announced a mayoralty can- 
didate. The MCM has issued a -position paper on housing policy 
which is beyond the jurisdictional reach of municipal government. 
Neither opposition party has issued anything approaching an elec- 
tion platform, nor even a vague outline of the important issues in 
this election. . 

Drapeau started campaigning several weeks ago, making his 
traditional Sunday visits to church basements and community 
halls. 

Both opposition parties know he starts early. They know a sim- 
ple platform is essential. They know that strong personalities are 
the key to a municipal election victory. And they know that good 
organization is a must. 

And yet the opposition is all talk, talk, talk- and no action. 

The Civic Party has a solid political organization backing the 
mayor and his minions. In contrast, the opposition parties seem 
like a high school drama club rehearsing their first play. There is no 
excuse for this kind of ineptitude and lack of foresight. It is not as 
if they arc new at the game; this is their third election. 

The lone MAG Councillor, journalist Nick Auf de Maur, told 
the Daily he "doubted that more than one hundred people read the 
twenty position papers we issued during the last campaign." 

The MCM seems to be staking its hopes on the campaign which 
Arnold Bennett has waged on behalf of tenants, and the 20,000 
pieces of paper they distributed to tenants contesting their 
landlords' interpretation of Bill 57. But voters are notorious for ac- 
cepting help without handing over their votes. 

Auf de Maur has said that MAG's main objective in November's 
election is to win 28 districts and thereby control City Council. Can 
we assume they have conceded the mayoralty race? ' 

The MCM on occasion appears to be a refuge for social 
democrats with a municipal bent. According to an article in this 
month's Actualité, the MCM membership includes several would- 
be anglo Péquistes who don't feel very welcome in.the PQ. The 
MCM still faces the task of overcoming voters* memories of past 
plans to nationalize the banks and set up neighbourhood 
"soviets". '}.■ 

The MCM seems hung up on ideology, though less now than in 
the past, and MAG seems hung up on not being the MCM — or at 
least not appearing to be. 

Perhaps the situation is best evaluated in using the telephone as a 
metaphor. When one rings the Civic- Party office, somebody 
answers the phone. The MCM phone is answered infrequently. The 
MAG phone has been disconnected. 

The organising of a political party is especially important in a 
municipal election. The traditionally low turnout at the polls makes 
getting out the vote a number one priority. Both opposition parties 
claim to be grassroots parties; the MCM in particular harps on this 
theme. 

If the turnout at the parties' meetings is any indication, the Civic 
Party seems to have more roots than the opposition, which is not 
that surprising when you consider they have been tending the lawn 
since the 1950s. 

The opposition parties seem' most likely to add to their meager 
number of council scats in the west end of the city. 

Regardless of whether the opposition hombs out completely or 
wins a few more seats, you can't blame them for not trying. One 
would, wish, however, that they would try a just little bit harder — 
and make a better job of it.

What is it to sit on the Board 
of Directors of the Daily 
Publications Society, the cor- 
poration publishing the McGill 
Daily? 

The DPS runs on a yearly 
budget of approximately 
$210,000, allocated by the direc- 
tors. Revenues of about $77,000 
come from student fees, the rest 
coming from advertising. This 
money goes into production 
costs, office overhead, 
employees' salaries and 
honoraria for the editorial staff 
of the newspaperT 

As for the employees, the 
directors deal mostly with the 
business manager, the chief 
supervisor of the corporation — 
from whom they get an insight 
on current affairs. The business 
manager administers the per- 
sonnel policy, the budget and 
most other aspects of the DPS. 
The business manager is 
answerable only to the Board of 
Directors. Presently, the DPS 
hires a total of eight people who 
sell advertising or help with the 
production of the paper. 

Seven directors . sit .on the 



board, four being elected stu- 
dent representatives while three 
others are chosen by the Daily. 
Passage of certain motions re- 
quires the vote of a Daily 
representative. The Board ad- 
ministers the general policies of 
the corporation in a way 
analogous to a Board of 
Trustees. On the other hand, 
the Daily staff is fully respon- 
sible for producing its 
newspaper. The student 
representatives' input into the 



Daily's editorial policy is un- 
constitional with respect to thc| 
DPS constittution. 

This position is very attrac-j 
tive for students interested inl 
being involved with ad 
organisation dealing with finanj 
cial, legal and administrative 
problems. Elections for studenj 
representatives will be held oif 
March 10th. Good luck.
